Taggart—inlay inventor 


saint or sinner

Author's Foreword 


Taggart’s fame rose like a meteor 
upon the dental horizon and then 
quickly faded out. One day he was 
just an ordinary dentist, perhaps a 
little more widely known than the 
average, particularly through the mid- 
dle west—the next he was a celebrity; 
and in a few months his name became 
a byword wherever modern dentistry 
was practiced. 


This fame rested solely upon one 
contribution—the cast inlay technic— 
which opened up new avenues of 
progress in prosthetic dentistry never 


before believed possible. Unfortun- 
ately, his attempt to collect payment 
for the use of that process tarnished 
his fame and destroyed his popularity. 
Within a short time he was scorned 
by the vast majority of the profession 
and finally was almost forgotten. 
The facts of Taggart’s early life 
and the photographs which appear in 
this sketch were furnished me_ by 
his sister Belle, who, when last heard 
from, was still living at the old home- 
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stead in Freeport, Illinois. Other- 
wise, the information that I have been 
able to gather was extremely meager. 
Most of his close friends who could 
possibly have shed some light on his 
personality have passed away some 
time ago, and the few that were left 
were not particularly helpful.  Per- 
haps there wasn’t much they could 
tell. In 1907, when Taggart- gave his 
first demonstration of inlay casting at 
Brooklyn, New York, he was already 
fifty-two years of age, and up to that 
time had done nothing’ outstanding or 
unusual. The inlay was his one great 
achievement and the patenting of the 
process his unfortunate mistake. 

It was in connection with those 
patents that our paths have crossed. 
I never knew ‘Taggart personally, 
although I had seen him occasionally 
at dental meetings or watched his 
clinics. When I organized the Den- 
tists Alliance, I had been a member 
of the Chicago Dental Society only 
two or three years. Taggart quite 
naturally considered me _ his worst 
enemy since I interfered with his 





plans to impose office licenses upon 
the dental profession, from which he 
expected to collect a considerable sum 
of money. My main interest was the 
welfare of dentistry. I believe firmly 
that his scheme, if permitted to take 
root, would be detrimental to prog- 
ress. I had no opinion on the validity 
of his patents, except that since the 
matter was extremely important, I 
thought it would be wrong to let it 
go by default. My purpose in launch- 
ing the Alliance was merely to raise 
sufficient funds so that his claims could 
be thoroughly tested in the courts. 

It was as president of the Alliance 


and leader in the legal battle which 
followed, that I became acquainted 
with the various ramifications of the 
controversy which lasted from 1916 to 
1922. Most of what happened during 
those years, the details of the trial, 
the testimony, and the viscisitudes of 
the organization may be found in my 
book “The Story of Dentistry’’, second 
edition. In this sketch I have confined 
myself exclusively to the facts and in- 
cidents which had a direct bearing on 
Taggart’s life. All of the material is 
from notes which I have accumulated, 
and from personal recollections. 


The Story 


The great and near great are often 
ignored and _ neglected, ocasionally 
persecuted, and sometimes even mar- 
tyred by their own generation. When 
recognition finally does come, it is 
often too late for them to derive any 
personal benefit or satisfaction. The 
rewards then usually take the form of 
institutions dedicated in their names, 
or monuments unveiled in their honor. 
Mankind is forever crucifying its pro- 
phets whom it later hails as saints or 
worships as Gods. History is replete 
with many such instances, but we need 
go no further than the records of our 
own profession. 

This is rather regrettable because 
we can hardly afford to lose the in- 
spiration of Taggert’s devotion to ac- 
curacy and detail that were the domi- 


nant motives in his life. This trait 
which stamped him as a “perfectionist” 
was particularly evident in the de- 
velopment of the cast inlay. When he 
disclosed the method of making cast 
fillings on January 15th, 1907, it was 
perfect and very little improvement 
has been added since. Although many 
tomes have been written upon the 
subject, inlays today are no_ better 
than those which he demonstrated 
before his audience in Brooklyn, New 
York on that memorable occasion. 
Any competent dentist using those 
same materials and his pressure cast- 
ing apparatus could obtain the same 
nearly perfect results. Incidentally, 
it was this very perfectionism which 
was in the end responsible for his 
failure to amass a fortune from the 





Welis, Morton and more recently Taggart, have made outstanding contributions to 
the progress of dentistry and to the welfare of mankind. Yet, all three have died 
poor, neglected, unrecognized and unrewarded. Taggart, however, has fared even 
worse than the inventors of anaesthesia. Monuments have been raised to their memory, 
and the stories of their lives are recorded both in the dental and medical literature. 
But Taggart was denied even these tokens of appreciation. Neither bronze nor 
marble, nor the printed word have commemorated his discovery which has done so 
much for the advancement of dentistry, and today he has been almost completely

Family History 


William H. Taggart was born 
March 3rd, 1855, on a farm about 
seven miles from Freeport, Illinois. 
The family moved to town when Wil- 
liam was about three years old. His 
parents belonged to old American 
stock who emigrated from  Pennsyl- 
vania into Illinois. Taggart’s father 
was apparently inclined to change 
occupations frequently, having been 
in turn school teacher, county sheriff, 
grocer, justice of the peace, and rail- 
way mail clerk on the Illinois Central 
Railroad, which, however, seemed to 
have been no drawback. The Prairie 
State was still very much a frontier 
community. The economic pattern 
was not yet set, and an energetic man 
was often able to change jobs at will. 

When the Civil War broke out, he 
organized a company of the 93rd Regi- 
ment of Illinois and was elected Cap- 
tain and must have seen some action, 
for in one of the engagements, his 
chin was grazed by a musket ball; this 
according to his daughter Belle, led 
him to proclaim on occasion, “I fought 
and bled for my country, but thank 
God, I didn’t die for it.” 


From all available information, it 
seems evident that the Taggarts were 
ordinary middle class Americans, who 
still retained some of the pioneer 
spirit including the mechanical in- 
genuity which was comparatively com- 
mon among a people whose forbearers 
had to wrest a livelihood from the 
wilderness. ‘Taggart believed that he 
inherited his digital aptitude from 
both his parents, who were very skillful 
with their hands. 
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Early Education 


William received his education in 
the grammar schools and high schools 
of Freeport, which gave him a better 
than average background than _ that 
possessed by most of his colleagues at 
that time, many of whom had not 
even finished .grade school. The en- 
trance requirement in the majority of 
dental schools nearly a half century 
later, was still only two years of high 
school or the equivalent. 


But Taggart’s great love was the 
lathe in the carriage house that his 
father had fitted up as a workshop, 
and the foundry and machine shop in 
town which we are told Taggaret be- 
gan to visit frequently at about the 
age of eight. These were his intro- 
ductions into mechanics and his dex- 
terity showed itself quite clearly, for 
we are told that while still in his teens, 
he won the county fair prize for a 
complete workable stationary engine 
which he had made his 


with own 


hands, casting and turning every part 
of it himself. 


Dental Debut 


Shortly after leaving high school in 
1872, Taggart apprenticed himself to 
a machinist, but for some unknown 
reason, left his job in less than a year 
and came to Chicago during the panic 
of 1873, which followed the Civil War 
boom. But unemployment was rather 
widespread and apparently no 
wanted the services of a 
machinist. 


one 
half-trained 
He was therefore reduced 
to accepting a job as a plate polisher 
in a dental office which he obtained 
through answering an advertisement 
in a Chicago newspaper. 
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it is strange on what fine spun 
threads our fate frequently hangs. 
Taggart might have overlooked that 
particular advertisement. The posi- 
tion could have been filled. And he 
would have been diverted into some 


other channel. But fate seems to have 


conspired that’ he should become a 
dentist. Taggart often spoke of it as 
a “bad accident,” perhaps because he 
thought that in some other field his 
abilities might have been more highly 
compensated; filling molars has never 
beens the road to riches. Still, who 
knows? Be that as it may, it seems 
to have been destined that Taggart 
should become a dentist and he en- 
tered the profession through the 
humble beginning of a plate polisher. 
A well known stanza of one of the 
songs from the famous Gilbert and 
Sullivan operetta “Pinafore,” runs as 
follows: 
“When I was a lad, I served a 
term, 
As an office boy to an attorney- 
firm, : 
I cleaned the windows and I swept 
the floor, 
And I polished up the handles of 
the big front door. 
I polished up the handles so care- 
fully, 
That now I am the ruler of the 
Queen’s Navee.” 


Practicing Dentist 


Taggart must have polished the 
plates so carefully that after an ap- 
prenticeship of about three months 
in the dentist’s office, he purchased a 
set of instruments and became an 
itinerant dentist, attending to the 
dental needs of several small commu- 
nities around Freeport, Illinois. 


This may seem a rather audacious 
undertaking for anyone with so little 
experience. We must consider, how- 
ever, the state of the art at that time. 
The dental engine had just been in- 
vented, prosthesis had not advanced 
much beyond the level where Fau- 
chard had left it a couple of hundred 
years earlier. Cavity preparations was 
not yet standardized and cements and 
amalgams were of very poor quality. 
In fact dentistry was still on an ex- 
tremely low level. 

Furthermore, in the pioneer towns 
of the newly opened west, dental serv- 
ices were limited almost entirely to 
extraction or vulcanite dentures, and 
Taggaret, with his superior mechani- 
cal skill, was probably able to per- 
form these operations at least as good, 
or perhaps better than most of his 
competitors. Indeed, it has been told 
that even during the very first week 
of his employment as a plate polisher, 
he succeeded in removing an aching 
molar to the mutual satisfaction of 
both the patient and himself. 


Studies in Philadelphia 


But Taggart was not satisfied with 
the meager knowledge he had _ ob- 
tained during his short apprenticeship 
in Chicago. Consequently, as soon as 
he could afford it, he went east and 
enrolled at the Philadelphia Dental 
College for the two year term, gradu- 
ating in 1877. 

The prevailing opinion that a 
young professional man will always 
fare better if he will locate among 
strangers who have not known him in 
earlier life, apparently did not apply 
to Taggart; for this hometown boy 
whom everybody knew, whose child- 
hood pranks, were still remembered, 
nevertheless had no difficulty in build- 
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ing up a lucrative practice; within a 
comparatively short time he _ estab- 
lished himself as the leading dentist 
in the community. 

Four years after graduation, he mar- 
ried Miss Ida Long, a local girl, 
daughter of a friend of the family, 
and shortly thereafter was able to 
finance a fairly pretentious home. 


The Perfectionist 


But making money was not Tag- 
gart’s main interest. The desire to 
improve and perfect everything he 
did was constantly urging him on. A 
fair idea of that urge may be gained 
by quoting from the testimony which 
he gave in his own behalf in court 
during the patent litigation. 

“I have given to the extent of 
possibly one hundred clinics be- 
fore as many different dental so- 
cieties throughout the United 
States on original material. .. . I 
presented to the profession an 
electric furnace in which porcelain 
inlays could be baked in fifteen 
minutes. . . . I developed a novel 
type of blow pipe giving a higher 
temperature. . . . I devised an 
apparatus by which a dentist in 
his own office could make his own 
emery wheel.” (Patent on this in- 
vention bears the date of January 
Ist, 1899). 

One old man who still remembered 
Taggart vividly and who had wit- 
nessed many of his demonstrations, 
told that there was a common saying 
among his friends: “If you want to 
find Billy at a clinic, just watch where 
the biggest crowd is gathered . . . one 
could always learn something from 
him. 

Early in

Taggart be- 
continuous gum 
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dentures. These clumsy appliances 
had very little to recommend them. 
Besides being heavy, they were frag- 
ile and when broken very hard to 
repair. But their construction re. 
quired more than ordinary skill, and 
because of that commanded unusually 
high fees. Reports were current of 
dentists charging $500 to $1,000 and 
more for a single case. The mechani- 
cal difficulties must have been chal- 
lenging to Taggart’s ingenuity and 
before long he became known as an 
expert in the field. Similarly when 
the improved electric furnace simpli- 
fied the baking of small porcelain 
fillings, Taggart, who contributed 
much to those improvements, was 
recognized as one of the best porcelain 
operators in the middle west. 


The porcelain inlay was responsible 
for the introduction of gold matrix 
inlays which some dentists used until 
the disclosure of the simpler casting 
method. The first attempts were 
made by filling the matrix with gold 
solder instead of porcelain. ‘The re- 
sults, however, were unsatisfactory 
since the building of the acclusal or 
approximal surfaces to the desired 
tooth form proved unsurniountable. 
The more ingenious therefore began 
to experiment with hollow gold inlays. 
These consisted of a matrix that fitted 
into the cavity and a swedged piece 
which supplied the missing part of 
tooth anatomy soldered over it. Many 
contrivances were developed for the 
reproduction of accurate anatomical 
contour by this method, but it was a 
very intricate and complicated opera- 
tion. 


Taggart was quite famous for his 
fine hollow gold inlay restorations. 
Dr. Van Wort, a prominent New York 
dentist, while testifying on behalf of 
Taggart, related the following  inci-

"Full Dentures" 


Synopsis: An illustrated lecture with colored slides 
showing the basic principles that cannot be ignored 
for good dentures will be shown. Pertinent points 
will include a method of obtaining centric and how 
to obtain a definite vertical dimension although 
the patient is edentulous, presentation of the case to 
the patient, patient management, and_ instructions 
to the patient.

Jack D. Zwemer, D.D.S., Chicago, Illinois 
- "The Clinical Management of Rampant Caries" 


Synopsis: The Clinical approach to caries today— 
especially rampant caries—makes control possible. 
Caries can be controlled. Twenty years ago the 
treatment of rampant decay was hopeless. Restora- 
tions could not keep up with the rapid progress of 
the disease. Today it is possible to slow or even 
halt the rapid progress of destruction so that restora- 
tion can keep pace. 

The successful management of the rampant caries 
case is a challenge to the knowledge of the operator. 
It can well be a financial asset and a practice builder 
rather than the liability it was a decade ago. 

Dr. Zwemer was graduated from the University of 
Illinois, College of Dentistry in 1946. He had previ- 
ously received his B.S. degree in 1944. He is a mem- 
ber of Omicron Kappa Upsilon and Phi Kappa Phi, 
and is now research fellow in Graduate Pedodontics 
at the University of Illinois College of Dentistry.

George H. Matthews, M.S., D.D.S., F.A.C.D., Birmingham, Alabama 
"Oral Surgery for the General Practitioner’ 


Synopsis: Emphasis will be placed on pre-operative 
differentiation between the simpler types of surgery 
and the more difficult ones in which lie pit falls and 
grief for the general practitioner. This will be done, 
not with the view of trying to scare the general 
practitioner into referring his cases to the specialists 
(as many general practitioners suspect clinicians of 
doing) but in an effort to assist the general practi- 
tioner to distinguish between cases he can handle 
without undue trouble and complications and those 
he had best avoid. 


A plea will be made for more thorough treatment 
planning and a systemitized -layout of the necessary 
tray of instruments for each case rather than the 
haphazard methods used by many in the extraction 
of teeth and other oral operations. 
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Other points that will be covered are: choice of 
anesthetic; treatment of acute infections with par- 
ticular emphasis on the role of penicillin in mouth 
infections; pre-operative and post-operative medica- 
tion and treatment of dry sockets. 

Dr. Matthews was graduated from Northwestern 
University Dental School in 192% with the degrees 
of Doctor of Dental Surgery and Bachelor of Science 
in Dentistry. He received his Master of Science in 
Biological Research from Birmingham-Southern Col- 
lege in 1931. In 1932 he was awarded the Rockefeller 
Research Fellowship to Yale University Medical 
School. He is a member of the Oral Surgery Staff 
of Hillman Hospital; served as Chief of the Oral 
Surgery Section of the 300th General Hospital, United 
States Army; studied Maxillo-Facial Surgery at the 
Army Medical and Dental School, Walter Reed Hos- 
pital, Washington, D. C.; served in North Africa and 
Italy during World War II. Dr. Matthews is a fellow 
of the American College of Dentists, a diplomate of 
the American Board of Oral Surgery, a member of 
the Southeastern Society of Oral Surgeons, Assistant 
Professor of Maxillo-Facial Surgery, Medical College 
of Alabama, Oral Surgery Consultant to the National 
Board of Dental Examiners, Chief of Dental Surgery 
Service, St. Vincent’s Hospital, and Secretary-Treasurer 
of the Alabama Dental Association and Editor of the 
Bulletin of the Alabama Dental Association.

Synopsis: A thorough treatment planning and a 
systemitized lay-out of the necessary tray of instru- 
ments for each case rather than the haphazard meth- 
ods used by many in the extraction of teeth and 
other oral operations. Other points which will be 
covered’ are the choice of anethetic, treatment of 
acute infections with particular emphasis on the role 
of penicillin in mouth infections, pre-operative medi- 
cation and post-operative medication, and treatment 
of dry sockets. 

The clinics on “Interpretation” will stress the 
recognition of many of the anatomic landmarks and 
variations which are frequently mistaken for patho- 
logical conditions. Radiograph anatomy must be 
thoroughly understood before radiograph pathology 
can be diagnosed.

Some of the teeth thus lost by extraction 
might be retained if there were available a rapid, 
inexpensive method of restoring them. A partial 
answer to this need is to be found in the banded 
amalgam crown.

"Functional Balance of Occlusion in Full 
Dentures Construction" 


Synopsis: The following steps will be fully discussed: 
(1) Primary impressions and finished mucostatic im- 
pressions.

Cusp and sulci analysis. (5) Completed dentures in 
functional balance.

"A Hydrocolloid Impression Technic for Fixed 
Bridgework and Multiple Restorations" 


Synopsis: An impression technic will be presented 
using a hydrocolloid conditioner which has been 
developed by Dr. Morris Thompson of Beverly 
Hills, California, since 1938. Also, an evaluation of 
equipment and materials used by various clinicians 
using this technic. The advantages and disadvantages 
will be stressed. It will be demonstrated how chair 
time and the number of visits can be reduced in the 
construction of fixed bridgework and multiple resto- 
rations. How the gingival marginal fit of the wax 
pattern can be better adapted on abutments in inac- 
cessible areas such as the upper second molar without 
fighting the blood, saliva, tongue, cheek, or the 
patient’s disposition as when waxing the patterns 
directly in the mouth. How the anatomical carvings 
of the wax patterns can be improved. 

Dr. Bollwerk was graduated from St. Louis Uni- 
versity School of Dentistry in 1927. He is a member 
of Omicron Kappa Upsilon, the International College 
of Dentists, and Delta Sigma Delta Fraternity. A 
veteran of World War II, he is now a member of the 
Executive Council of the Missouri State Dental As-

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 


LIFE MEMBERSHIP AMENDMENT 
Constitution 


Amend Article VIII—Section 1—by adding the word “Fellow” to read as follows: 
“Membership shall be Active, Fellow, Life, Non-Resident, Corres- 
ponding and Honorary.” 


Add Section 3 as follows: 
“FELLOW MEMBER. An active member of the Illinois State Dental 
Society, who has been in good standing for twenty-five consecutive 
years, shall be granted a “Fellowship” (fellow member) in the 
Illinois State Dental Society. He shall not be exempt from State 
dues until attaining age 65.” 


Present Section 3 will become Section 4, amended as follows: 
“LirFE MemBer. A Fellow Member attaining age 65 shall become 
a Life Member of the Illinois State Dental Society. He shall be 


exempt from further payment of dues to the Illinois State Dental 
Society.” 


Sections 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8 will become Sections\5, 6, 7, 8 and 9. 


By-Laws 
Add Article IX—Section 3: 


“An active.member, having paid dues for twenty-five consecutive 
years, shall be constituted a ‘Fellow Member.’ He shall not be 
exempt from State dues until attaining age 65.” 


Section 4: 

“A Life member shall be exempt from the further payment of 
dues to the Illinois State Dental Society. A member, who has 
become a Life Member, must pay dues to his Component Society 
and the American Dental Association unless such dues are waived. 
Corresponding and honorary members shall be exempt from the 
payment of dues. A Life Member, retired from dental practice 
and not associated with any commercial dental enterprise except 
scientific publications or activities, shall be exempt from this 
clause.”

The G. V. Black District Dental Society and the Peoria District Dental Society 
have alternately for many years been hosts to the Annual Meeting of the Illinois 
State Dental Society. ‘Those of us who attend these Annual Meetings do not 
realize how much time and effort each member of the various committees exert 
to make these meetings the success that they are. These men work willingly 
and at great cost to their practices. If it were to become necessary for other 
components to arrange for and be hosts to these meetings it would become 
apparent to them at once just what these societies contribute. 


Organized dentistry must continue to command the respect of the people of 
this country. In order to maintain this respect and recognition each one of us 
must support his society by attending all meetings, scientific as well as business 
and social. 

The scientists who have worked to place dentistry on a par with all other 
scientific professions deserve great credit. 


In an organizational way, dentistry also is on a par with other professional 
societies. Those who are responsible for this position did so at great sacrifice 
of themselves financially and in practice and time spent away from their homes. 
How often have we heard the remark “What does he get out of this”, or, when 
some man’s name is mentioned—“he’s a politician.” Yet, these critical individuals 
enjoy all the benefits of organized dentistry. 
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EDITORIALS 


May Is Annual Meeting 


It is almost Spring again and with the season comes the Annual Meeting of 
the State Dental Society in May. It will be held in Springfield at the Hotel 
Abraham Lincoln on May 8, 9, 10, and 11; it is the 86th Annual Meeting. 


If you are in the habit of going to the state meeting you know what a 
friendly atmosphere prevails; you know that everyone has a good time and 
that the lectures and clinics are always wonderful. If you have not been going, 
then give yourself a treat and attend this year. 


There will be sports on Monday, including golf, bowling, skeet and a trap 
shoot. This will probably be the first golf of the season for most of us; Spring- 
field is just far enough South so that the weather is always good for golf now. 
In the evening is the Sports Dinner at the Abraham Lincoln. There is no 
better way to start a meeting than this. 


Tuesday is given over to scientific papers. The President’s Banquet is the 
night activity; it will be very informal with slick entertainment, according to 
a precedent set last year; there will be no speeches. Wednesday morning is 
devoted to a fine group of Limited Attendance Clinics. (Incidentally, pick the 
clinics you want to hear right now and send in your reservations at once.) In 
the afternoon are the General Table Clinics; they are on every imaginable 
dental subject. In the evening Dr. Anton J. Carlson will give the address. 
Thursday morning is again given over to scientific papers and a moving picture 
program. As you can see this is a wonderful, four-day set up. 


Talk Is Cheap 


On occasion we all talk too much. Also, we talk in the wrong places. We 
talk and talk. Professional men should be very careful of what they say and 
also where and to whom they say it. 


We all know the dentist who, in the drugstore, discusses the difficult extrac- 
tion just completed; this is in exactly the right tone of voice, so that everyone 
present can hear what a major surgical job this was. Apparently he thinks he 
is impressing people. You think he is a bore and mentally question his profes- 
sional ethics; so do all the other people who are listening. 
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Then there is the dentist who gives professional advice at the lunch counter, 
or on the street corner or in the barber shop (you name the public location). 
Again, this is in just the proper tone of voice so that all those about may hear 
and be properly edified. He will pass judgment on the merits of work done 
by another dentist. He will discuss toothache and its treatment, cancer, den- 
tures, pyorrhea and headache, with prices—just let anyone ask him in public. 


Last in our category, and greatest professional offender of all is the “public 
examiner with conversation.” This species can be observed in all climes in the 
continental United States (and maybe .Europe). When questioned by the 
patient he won’t just make a guess in public; he must get both of his dirty 
hands in the mouth of the prospect first and see what is going on. He will do 
this in a church lobby, in Marshall Fields jewelry section, in his own reception 


room, in the elevator of the Jefferson Building or right out on Main Street “in 
front of God and everybody.” 


Let’s not do these things. They do not have the effect intended or imagined. 


This form of ‘publicity’ or ‘advertising’ looks and sounds awful. ‘Talk is truly 
cheap—and at times it is cheapening. 


Write Political Candidates 


It has been called to our attention that dentists in various locations through- 
out the state have been writing personal letters to political candidates; for 
example, to those running for state senator or congressman. The idea of course 
is to espouse the man and hope that if and when he is elected he will continue 
our fight against government control of the health professions. 


This is one of the finest things that individual dentists can do to help our 
cause. Most politicians have a finger on the public pulse; a great bulk of 
them are sincere and honest and are looking for advice and instruction from 
their constitutents. If enough people, particularly intelligent and influential 
voters like dentists, physicians and lawyers write letters, the thinking of the 
candidate must be swayed in the direction of the voters. Enough wind from one 
direction will bend the strongest tree.—Wm. P. Schoen, Jr., B.S., D.D.S., M.D.S.

DECADE DIARY

January 1940 


Starting this new year, the JouRNAL’s Frontispiece was a fine likeness of 
Howard I. Michener, and later in the issue was an editorial giving a brief 
outline of Howard’s life, especially stressing his teaching at his Alma Mater 
and his intensive efforts on behalf of dental society activities. He was com- 
pleting his third year as a Chicago District member of the Executive Council 
of our society. 


Other editorials were “Writing the Next Chapter”, which related to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s decision to discard the Wagner Health Bill for the time being, 
and “What is the A.D.A. Doing for Me?’, a guest editorial written by Arthur 
H. Merritt, President of the A.D.A. 


The three scientific papers published were: “Preserving Vitality of Pulps 
Exposed by Caries in Young Children” by J. S. Restarski; “Caries Diagnosis” 
by Eugene Bodmer; and “Dental Health Education—Dental Health Programs 
and the School Dentist” by I. I. Morton. 


Also published were the 1939 membership resume and the Illinois A.D.A. 
Relief contributors list which total was far below the amount hoped for. 


February 1940 


A pleasing picture of Dale H. Hoge graced this issue’s first page and, like 
Howard Michener, Dale was completing his third year as Executive Council 
member. As most of us know, Dale has always been a loyal and efficient 
society worker which was properly described in an editorial later in this issue. 
Other editorials were: (a.) “March Eleventh”, which reminded us all that this 
was the date of Dentistry’s Centennial; (b.) “Intelligent and Effective Action”, 
referring to violations of the Dental Practice Act; and (c.) “Dentifrice Adver- ' 
tising”, which told of the abuses by dentifrice manufacturers in the use of the 
A.D.A. Council on Dental Therapeutics “Seal of Acceptance.” 


Scientific papers in this issue were (l.) “The Relationship Between the 
General Practitioner and the Orthodontist” by Leland R. Johnson, (2.) ‘‘Post- 
Extraction Dressings and Technic for Their Use” by John F. Svoboda, and (3.) 
“How Do You Control Post-Extraction Pain?” by Henry J. Droba. 
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March 1940 


This month’s page one picture was one of the entire membership of our 
Executive Council. There were four scientific papers in this issue: (1) “Caries 
—A New Theory of the Cause” by Paul Pincus; (2) “Calxyl” by J. S. Restarski; 
(3.) “Filling Operations for Deciduous and Young Permanent Teeth as They 
Relate to Future Dental Health” by Mary M. Moore; and (4.) “Calcium 
Metabolism and Teeth” by Rudolph Kronfeld. 


There were also four editorials: (a.) “Vacancies Left Behind”, which re- 
ferred to the recent passing of Eugene K. Blair and Rudolph Kronfeld; (b.) 
“Radio Broadcasts”, which told of their value in spreading dental information; 
(c.) “On to Baltimore”, an invitation from A.D.A. President Arthur H. Merritt 
to attend the Centennial Meeting of the A.D.A. at Baltimore; and (d.) “Draw 
Your Own Conclusions”, showing the low cost of membership in the A.D.A. 
by comparison with the other professions and trade organizations. 


The Preliminary Program of the Annual Meeting was published.

MADISON 


The Madison District Dental So- 
ciety held its regular Study Club meet- 
ing at the Edwards Gun Club in 
Edwardsville on the afternoon of 
March 2, 1950. A very nice “buffet 
luncheon” was served to some forty 
members at 12:30 P.M. The meeting 
started promptly at 2:00 P.M. by 
President Clarence Harrison who omit- 
ted the formal reading of the minutes 
and the treasurer’s report. He called 
upon the vice-president, Paul Maley, to 
introduce the principal speaker, Father 
Francis J. O’Reilly, S.J., Regent of 
the Dental School at St. Louis Uni- 
versity, who gave a very interesting 
talk on Education. 

Father O’Reilly mentioned in the 
preliminary part of his talk that out 
of the forty-two schools in the United 
States there were two-thirds of them 
privately owned. These received no 
aid or support from either the State 
or the National Government. He em- 
phasized that our positions as dentists 
made us educators in our contact 
with young people, particularly: He 
defined education as a_ process of 
learning in which persons were made 
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out of people, and a guide for these 
persons into maturity. He brought 
out the fact that there were six ma- 
turities to a complete education, and 
classified them in the following order: 


1—Physical: An educated person 
should learn to use any characteristics 
he may have. 


2—Intellectual: An educated person 
should learn to do his own thinking. 


3—Emotional: An educated person 
should learn to react to emotions in 
moderation. He should learn to fail 
or succeed. Father O’Reilly com- 
mented here to say that there is a 
trend to be over afraid of failure or 
to be over arrogant in success. 


4—Social: An educated person should 
learn to live with his fellow men suc- 
cessfully. 


5—Moral: An educated person 
should have learned the principle of 
morality and should have personal 
character. 


6—Religous—An educated person 
should have developed intellectually 
and learned to serve God. 


Dr. Gordon Smith thanked Father 
O’Reilly for the Society. 


There were nearly sixty men at the 
dinner which was served at 6:00 P.M. 


At the dinner, President Harrison 
called upon Dr. Carlyle A. Schmitt, 
of Granite City, to introduce the 
guest of honor, Mr. C. E. ‘Townsend, 
who is the editor of the Granite City 
Press Record. Dr. Schmitt brought 
about very ably the work that Mr. 
Townsend did in getting the Tri-City 
dentists, the school boards and some 
other officials, both state and county, 
together to effect the sodium fluoride 
program started in the public schools 
in the Tri-City district. The follow- 
i 


ing statistics were brought out by Dr. 
Schmitt: 


There were 1,100 children in the 
second, fifth, and seventh grades of 
nine schools treated by the dentists 
of the Tri-City group. The dentists 
were formed into teams of six men on 
one day and seven men on another 
day. The dental teams began this 
work in September, 1949, and finished 
in Granite City in February, 1950. 
The teams found 908 children who 
were in need of dental care; 192 chil- 
dren needed no attention; 2,887 cavi- 
ties in permanent teeth; 694 filled 
teeth; 18 missing teeth. The above 
cost $10,500 of which 25% came as 
state aid. The equipment which was 
portable and other expenses—includ- 
ing clerical hire—cost the local den- 
tists $2,600. 


The sympathies of the Society go 
to Dr. M. C. Green in the loss of his 
father, Mr. J. C. Green, of Norris 
City, who died in his 81st year, after 
a prolonged illness. 


We are pleased to learn and report 
that Mrs. Bryan Caffery, the wife of 
Dr. Caffery of Jerseyville, is recover- 
ing very nicely from recent major 
surgery. Mrs. Jim Mahoney also is 
recuperating nicely at home from sur- 
gery on February 3, 1950. This ac- 
counts for Jim’s absence from the 
Chicago meeting. 

We learn that Walter Witthofft’s 
chinchilla family is increasing and if 
a coat is in your mind, give Walt a 
little time. 


The executive council has had its 
meeting, planning the Society April 
meeting. The tentative date is April 
19, 1950, at which there will be the an- 
nual election of officers, business, and 
interesting speakers.—Earl K. Vickers.

INDUSTRIAL DENTISTS 
MEET IN CHICAGO 


The interest in Industrial Dentistry 
has been growing so rapidly, that the 
A.A.I.D. has decided to extend their 
annual meeting into a full three day 
program — Tuesday, Wednesday, and 
Thursday — April 25, 26, 27, 1950. 
There are to be papers, conferences 
and discussions about Dental Health 
Programs in Industry and _presenta- 
tions to be made by physicians and 
dentists in industry with a compre- 
hensive industrial dental service. <A 
Panel covering management, the in- 
dustrial dentist and the industrial 
nurse play in carrying out this type of 
program will also be held, with each 
group being represented. 


A tour of an industrial plant having 
a dental installation is scheduled. 


All ethical dentists engaged in or 
interested in industrial dentistry are 
welcome. 


U OF | RECEIVES GRANT 
FROM KELLOGG FOUNDATION 


The W. K. Kellogg Foundation of 
Battle Creek, Michigan, has awarded 
a $40,000 grant to the University of 
Illinois College of Dentistry in support 
of further development of its post- 
graduate education program. 


The grant is for a three-year period. 


Several types of communication 
media, including telephone and tele- 
vision, have been used recently by the 
dental school to transmit postgradu- 
ate courses to large audiences. Both 
telephone and television were used 
with success, and plans are being 
formulated to further extend those 
operations. 


During the past year, a series of six 
lectures were transmitted monthly by 
telephone to dental societies in 163 
communities. An audience of more 
than 7,000, constituting approximately 
10 percent of the nation’s practicing 
dentists, was enrolled in the course. 


A new series for 1950-51 will be 
offered starting in November on the 
topic, “Current Advances in Dentis- 
try.” An even larger enrollment is 
expected for this series. 


The College of Dentistry also is 
planning to use television as a teach- 
ing media in several postgraduate 
courses in the future, as the result of 
its first successful venture in that 
field on February 10. 


Television was used entirely for the 
technical and surgical demonstrations 
in the course, “Theory and Practice 
of Periodontia.” A three-hour pre- 
sentation by Dr. Balint Orban in a 
surgical amphitheatre was viewed by 
110 dentists who were seated in lecture 
halls on different floors in the same 
building. Actual shots through a 
microscope illustrating the various 
points also were included in the tele- 
vision presentation. 
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TUFTS PRESENTS COURSE 
IN ORAL PEDIATRICS 


The Division of Graduate and Post- 
graduate Studies at Tufts College Den- 
tal School will present a two-week 
course beginning Monday, June 5 
through Friday, June 16 in Children’s 
Dentistry conducted by Dr. Helmut 
Zander and his associates. This course 
will consist of lecturers and demonstra- 
tions, laboratory periods in which the 
students do the actual work and clinic 
periods in which patients will be avail- 
able. The subjects that will be covered 
include the anatomy of the primary 
dentition as it relates to cavity prepa- 
rations, cavity preparations of primary 
and young permanent teeth, pulp 
management of primary and young 
permanent teeth, pulpotomy, pulp 
canal treatment, pulp reaction to den- 
tal materials and drugs. It will also 
cover the physical and biological prop- 
erties of restoration materials includ- 
ing the new plastics. The student will 
be brought up to date on anything 
that is known about caries control. 
There will be ample time for the dis- 
cussion and practicing of caries control 
measures including susceptibility tests, 
fluoride treatments, dietary and oral 
hygiene requirements. There will be 
a discussion of growth and develop- 
ment problems and the interception 
of early malocclusion. 

This can be taken under Public 
Law 346 or 16. A complete outline 
of the course and any further infor-

TUFTS PRESENTS COURSE 
IN ORAL PEDIATRICS 


The Division of Graduate and Post- 
graduate Studies at Tufts College Den- 
tal School will present a two-week 
course beginning Monday, June 5 
through Friday, June 16 in Children’s 
Dentistry conducted by Dr. Helmut 
Zander and his associates. This course 
will consist of lecturers and demonstra- 
tions, laboratory periods in which the 
students do the actual work and clinic 
periods in which patients will be avail- 
able. The subjects that will be covered 
include the anatomy of the primary 
dentition as it relates to cavity prepa- 
rations, cavity preparations of primary 
and young permanent teeth, pulp 
management of primary and young 
permanent teeth, pulpotomy, pulp 
canal treatment, pulp reaction to den- 
tal materials and drugs. It will also 
cover the physical and biological prop- 
erties of restoration materials includ- 
ing the new plastics. The student will 
be brought up to date on anything 
that is known about caries control. 
There will be ample time for the dis- 
cussion and practicing of caries control 
measures including susceptibility tests, 
fluoride treatments, dietary and oral 
hygiene requirements. There will be 
a discussion of growth and develop- 
ment problems and the interception 
of early malocclusion.
